SOME POINTS F )R POULTRY MEN 


Ple nty of La nd is Required. Only the 


Ex pe rt Can Ma k e a Flock Pay 
In « Small Ya rd. 


Trying to raise largo flocks of poul­ 
try upon smaii areas of ground will, 
as a rule, result in !<*« and failure. 
To be sure, a few esses are <>n record 
w here experts or spocialis a hav e su c­ 
ceeded in taising 
several 
hu ndred 
fowls upon one or two acres, 
but 
where one has succeeded In making a 
living from a singh? acre of poul.ry 
many more have fam**, &ajv» the New 
York Tribune Farmer. There is quite 
a difference between keeping a nice 
fhx'k of from 20 to 50 fowls and keep­ 
ing ¡a flock of from 200 to 1,000. It is 
one thing to keep poultry in a small 
way for pleasure and Incidental pro­ 
fit and quite another thing to make 
one's living from poultry alone. Frc 
quently we hear of some one who 
thinks of going into the pouhry busi­ 
ness to the exclusion of all other ways 
of making his living. 
Some of these 
people have very vague ideas of pou l­ 
try culture. 
One man told me a few 
days ago that if he hkd an acre of 
land and 50 hen* be could make more 
money than bo was now making in a 
factory. 
Possibly ho c« n do so. but probably 
he cannot. It Is wrong to urge a man 
Wt£ © knows nothing about the wants 
and requirements ©f a flock of fowls to 
enter the business thinking that a flock 
of 50 or 100 chickens will support a 
family. 
There i* so much to u*aTn 
and so much to ta k* Into considera­ 
tion about raising 
and 
marketing 
poultry that th* novice Iww not yet 
thought of tb art. It he Is allowed to 
tackle the entire poultry propoiition 
without any real preparation he will 
be overwhelmed with disappointment 
How large «<n era i* required for a 
.self-wiiBtalnlng poultry 
pla nt 
Well, 
from 6 to 40 acres. 
Much depends 
upon the nature of the plant, 
the 
kind of fowl kept and the market. 1« 
it to be an eg g farm, & broiler plant 
or a general poultry farm? To make 
a poultry farm support a family will 
require a stock of 400 hen» at least 
Men have done It with fewer, but 
such instance« ar© not frequent. 
One may not n^*d 
such a 
large 
space for his bluldlngs or even for 
his tuns, but there are many other 
things that enter into the 
problem 
An experienced poultry man » aid that 
be wanted at lea st 10 acres simply 
for the, sake of “ peace of inlnd.’’ He 
said that unless the bu*ineas was re­ 
lieved of all unnecessary vexations 
very few would have the patience to 
follow it. 
One must raise his qwn feed. 
It 
hardly pays 
to raise animals of any 
kind if all the feed must be bought. 
Even if grain Is bought, one wants 
gras« , clover, green stflff, 
cabbage 
roots and such grains a s ho cannot 
always find 
In 
his 
uearby 
seed 
hou ses. 
Rut it will pay him to raise 
this own grain. 
Corn, wheat* millet, 
oats « and other grains can bo raised 
more cheaply then they -an he b ou ght 
and hauled home. 
Then come* the 
question of <traw 
and Utter 
One 
cannot keep his fowls .healthy 
and 
contented unlc*» he hag 
an abund­ 
ance of clean, .b right straw or other 
litter. 
Noihlrig makes the place stem 
so homelike to the old hen 
hr a great 
b ig st,aw gtaek. 
Nothing .will make 
her like her qu arters as will a good 
litter of clean b right straw, ant| u n­ 
less, you raise the litter you are not. 
su re of it. 
Then comes the annoyance of hav­ 
ing you r fowls stray away from home 
You want >. orn to remain upon your 
own premises. 
You r relations to your 
neighbor will always lie strained if 
you allow your fowl« to trespass upon 
his domain. His lawn may 
be 
all 
overgrown with dock apd weeds, but 
he cannot lolerate the presence of 
your fowls upon it. His garden may 
b e worthless and hopeless, but It. will 
seem very valuable to him after your 
chickens have walked across it. 
He 
may not have very ¿ » anitary conditions 
about his back yard. 
Your fowl* may 
contract db-eaae there and bring it 
home to the eorflre flock. 
There are 
many reason» why you do Pot want 
your hen» upon yonr neighbor's lor. 
More especially {» tlilg tru» if you are 
keeping « poultry that. Is pure bred and 
your neighbor is keeping fowl« of an­ 
other or no breed. 
Bu t if you and you r neighbor agre* 
that, you do not want you r fowls upon 
hi« grou nds it !g easy to see why you. 
at 
least, will not want his fowjg u pon 
you r grou nds His fowls may contam­ 
inate yonr flock or you r grounds In 
many ways. 
Take the matter of ver­ 
min, for instance,. 
Of what u se to 
disinfect you r premb os, to dus t your 
fowls and to keep them fre« from all 
kinds of p a r a site s , the b u jlding free 
from mites and the yard free from 
gapes, if you r neighb or, who 1« care-' 
less ab ou t these matters, allow» his 
fowl« to cross yonr yaxds, enter you r 
b u ildings and mingle wi'h you r flock? 
Children, dogs and ev en v isitors may 
do mu ch damage b y passing from one 
yard to another. 
Rats can b e kept 
awav from you r hen hou se jf you have 
it all to you rself, b u t you cannot keep 
rats away from the premise« ©f you r 
neighb ors. 
So i 
is weji to b o a- far 
as possib le from you 
neighb ors and 
th'lr pou ltry yards 
Do not tortu re 
you r family b y leav ing them to gu ard 
against you r pou ltry or to rh&<« awav 
the fowls of you r neighb ors, 
if you 
want pleasu re and proflt, su c.ee« . and 
peace of mind secu re at least a flvc- 
ame plot b efore you tackle thd pou l­ 
try ; reposition u pon a large scale.
